(2) “Continuation grant’”’ means a grant awarded to an applicant for
continued support of a project funded with a grant under this chapter for
the preceding year.

(3) “Department” means the Wisconsin department of health and so-
cial services.

(4) “Division” means the department’s division of health.

(b) “Funding year’’ means the calendar year, January 1 through De-
cember 31. :

(6) ““Grant’ means a transfer of funds to an approved applicant for the
conduct of a project on injury prevention and control in accordance with
s. 146,56, Stats., and this chapter.

{7) “Initial grant’’ means the first grant awarded by the department
under this chapter to an applicant for a given project.

(10) “Project’” means a time-limited injury prevention effort sup-
ported by a grant awarded by the department under this chapter.

(11) “Project year’” means the 12 - month period over which a project
will be supported by a grant under this chapter.
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(12) “Public agency’ means a county, city, village, town, school dis-
triet or tribal governing body, or an agency of this state or of a county,
city, village, town, schqoi district or tribal governing body.

(13) “Public health agency” has the meaning specified in s. 146.56 (1)
(d), Stats., namely, a county health department, as defined in s. 140.09
(1), Stats., a county health commission or comimittee under s. 141,01
Stats., a city or village board of health under s. 141.015, Stats., or a town
board of health under s. 141.01 (9), Stats. :

{14) “Request for proposals® or “RFP” means a document released by
the department to solicit applications for grants, and which defines
project priorities, who may apply for funding, the amounts available for
support of given types of projects, the term of projects, and application
procedures, review criteria and procedures for appealing rejection of an
application. .

(15) “Review committee” means a committee established by the de-
partment to re\_riew applications for grants under this chgpter.

{16) “Selected grantee’” means an applicant to whom funds have been
awarded, but with whom an agreement under s, HSS 155.06 (4) has nof
yet been signed.

(17) “Tribal govening body'' means any {ederally recognized Native
American tribal governing body equivalent to any county, city, village
or town for the purpose of being eligible for a grant of state funds as
specified in s, 20.002 (13}, Stats, .

(2} The department shall solicit applications for ini-
tial grants by preparing one or more RFPs, publishing notice of the
availability of each RFP in the official state newspaper, and dlstrlbutmg
copies of an RFP upon request.

{3) MAKING APPLICATION. (a) Parties considering making application
for a grant shall give notice to the department of intent to apply. Notice
shali be given in the form and according to the instructions given in the
relevent RFP or continuation grant applieation instructions.

(b) An application for a grant shall be made in accordance with the
format specified in the relevant RFP or continuation grant application
mstructlons

(c) An apphcation for a grant shalt be submitted to the department, as

Criteria
may include, depending upon the nature of the service being solicited,
but are not limited to, target population, purposes and objectives of the
proposed project, scientific merit, reasonableness of the proposed budget
and budget justification, evaluation plans, success in achieving previ-
ous}y-stated objectives, evzdence of cooperation with local emergency
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medical services or other agencies and organizations in the proposed ser-
vice area and the stated qualifications of the applicant.
